Tte constant Comuaiffi campaign directed against tte Bt)J indicates fete effect- 
iveness of this OPC political warfare am* Oortsinly no event could tetter prove ihtr 
than the decision to hold tte Boss© State FDJ in readiness to disrupt tte Bad* e ftiiismtld 
Rally. Tte degree of planning md success of this latter operation points up fell© or- 
ganisations* practical maturity* Tte steadily increasing Eamtership, Arelopaeni of 
trained leaders, and renunciation of right wing estreats® Indicates that tte 8BJ*1 a wUX 
' ' tte my to orereomlng tte earlier difficulties*
